Never try any brass or silver pc-lieh 


on laquered ware. It will mean relac- 
quering if 7011 do. 


If tinware ie rubbed over with lard 


and thoroughly. Iwated before it is used 
it will not rtut so easily. 


Breadcrumbs are more easily pre- 


pared if iun through the finest cogs of 
the m«at chopper. 


Enameled ware which has become dis- 


colored can be cleaned with a paste made 
of coarse salt .and vinegar. 


Try putting horseradish 
through a 


meat chopper instead of grating it. It 
is much lesa trying to the preparer. 


Be sure to iron garments with the 


straight of the goods, ami thus prevent 
stretching of the bias seams. 


Whan cooking dried peaches rub or cut 


off the akin. They- will have when cook- 
ed a totally different and more delicate 
flavor. 


Do not use either bread or cracker 


crumbs without seasoning. No o.mount 
of seasoning in the interior of a cro- 
quette or other made dish will make up 
for this omission. 


Discolored cups and dishes used 'for 


baking can be made as new by rubbing 
the brown stains with a flannel dipped 
into whiting. 


To clean stained flower vase* put a 


little vinegar in a glass and then some 
soup powder. Shake the glims till the 
stains are removed, then wash in warm 
water. The vinegar and soap powdor 
can be used for several glasses. 


When making glue you will find th»t 


the addition of a little glycerin incTca*cn 
its adhesive quality and makes it more 
elastic. Due pivrt of glycerin to three 
parts of g!ue is the right proportion.

ed by themselves, never in the general 
woah. Do not give them out on wash 
day; this will avoid temptation. 


If you are not sure of careful launder- 


ing learn to do valuable pieces of em- 
broidery yourself. It is only a matter 
of time, care and knowledge. 


Take a time that will not be inter- 


rupted, as embroidered pieces should not 
be hung up to dry nor should they be 
left until finished. 


Make a light suds with good soap and 


lukewarm water, put the linen in it, a 
piece at a timei and squeeze gently. If 
there are soiled spots rub with soap, 
but do net rub the whole piece. Rinse 
three times in water of the some tem- 
perature. 


Do not wring oat. Put the article flat 


between two Turkish towels BO the em-' 
broidercd pi«oe do'es not fold over on it- 
self without the towd between. Press 
with hands until almost ..dry. 


While Btill damp place face downward 


on heavily podded ironing board. A fold- 
ed blanket or Turkish towel can be 
used for extra padding.

"There aie 500 cases of tuberculosis 


in the city in Its various stages," said 
Dr. Theodore Brehn, a member of the 
health board this morning, whan 
dis- 


ousamg the necessity of establishing a 
sanitarium for the care of white plague 
victims,-and this in spite of the statis- 
tical record that Racine is one of the 
•heaWiie&t municipalities on the Amer- 
ican continent." 


Fifteen minutes Inter the members of 


the Central Association made a state- 
ment that migltt have an 
important 


boarhig on the assertion made by the 
health board, a sharp criticism ou the 
authorities—whoever it may be—regard- 
ing the enforcement of the tenement 
house law. 


Dr. Brehm liad made a thorough in- 


vestigation of the health of the city and 
has prepared 
a chart showing 
just 


•where each base is located. 


"The people of this city do not realize 


the necessity of a tuberculosis sanitar- 
ium,'1 BUYS the doctor. Only a. few years 
ago there were only 85 cases. Our last 
report showed 300 and now the ch;vrt 
shows 500 cases in one form or another." 


According to the doctor's statement 


the disease has been making some -heavy 
gains in Racine during the past year. 
The. oity council voted enough money to 
build two cottages along the lake front 
a year ago. WJien the new board was 
elected it%tartod out on a bigger propo- 
sition. 
The food inspector is doinjj a- 


lot of good work and has improved the 
conditions of foodstuff materially, say 
city officials. 


The city council has pasued a resolu- 


tion to have the matter oi establishing 
a sanitarium t:iken up jointly with the 
county board when it meets in Xovem- 
ber. Srong influences will be brought 
to bear in hopes that something good 
will be accomplished. 


Tuberculous can be traced in 
many 


ways to the laxity of the enforcement 
of 'the tenement house law. According 
to the state statutes, liere is a law that 
compels about Itl square feet of breath- 
ing place to every occupant of the house. 
If this la\v were enforced there would be 
lcss diseases, Bay physician*.

tigating a case of poverty the other day 
he came aorotw filthy places.

Kvcry precau- 


tion is taken for the health and protec- 
tion of the workmen, but no attention 
whatever is paid to where he lives, how 
lie lives or anything more about him. 
The factory laws are alright.

should be a similar law for tenement 
houses. 
One is as important as 
the 


other." 


When told there wax a strong tene- 


ment house law, he asked why it was 
not enforced. Wien the home is kept 
free from filth, \rith plenty of good air 
and kept clean, there will be a lot leas 
of tuberculosis a.nd other diseases. 
If 


the houses in which some of the tene- 
ment dweHers live were kept m as clean 
and in as healthful a state aa factories, 
there would not be much of ft demand 
for tuhcrsulosis aanitariiuns and munic- 
ipal contagious dmca&e hospitals. 


Thw subject is to be thoroughly in- 


vostigfvuid by the members of the Cen- 
tral Association, who will soon ask that 
the proper authorities enforce the tene- 
ment holise law.

and county reveal (hat the majority fa- 
vor a new courthouse, but they do not 
believe that a new Kite is necessary. The 
preennt site is of sufficient size for a 
modern courthouse building that, will 
make sufficient room for 
a,

years. 


It is admitted to be true that 
there 


would be some inconvenience in locnting 
the countv offices while the old building 
is torn down and the new one put up, 
but it is pointed out that notwithstand- 
ing this trouble the county would be 
ahead thousands of dollars in the long 
run, taking into consideration the prices 
asked for property desired for the court- 
house and the price that could be secur- 
ed for the present building and site.

brought forward. The great controversy 
is in full blast ugain. 


• Recently nt their meeting in New Jer- 
sey the governors of more than forty 
states diseased state's rights, arriving, 
at the. conclusion that 
the 
individual 


' commonwealths should have more pow- 
er. A resolution was passed, ordering 
ihe appointment of a committee to pre- 
sent a brief to the United States 
preme court, asking for more state lati- 
tude in the matter of inter-state com- 
mercial and other relations. 


This committee, composed 
of Gov. 


Iladley of Missouri, Gov. Harmon of 
Ohio nnd Gov. Aldrich of Nebraska, will 
tile a brief which will set forth the con 
tenttan of the "House of Governors" re 
garding state control of commerce. 


It muy bo wise to recall an utterance 


by the fnmous Chief Justice Chase ir 
deciding a case in the United States su 
prcmc coiu-t many years ago. It has 
been printed and reprinted, time and 
again, bat nevertheless, it seems to have 
bearing sxnd interest now.. 


In the decision Chief Justice 
Chase 


said: 


"But the perpetuity and indissolu- 


bilifrv of the Union by no means im- 
plies tho loss of distinct and indi- 
vidual existence, or of.the right of 
aelf-govsrnment 
by the 
states. 


Without the States in the Union, 
there could be no such political body 


• 
as tb* United States. 


"No*- only, therefore, can there bo 


no loss of separate and independent 
autonomy to the States 
through 


their >inion under the Constitution, 
but it may not unreasonably be said 
that the preservation of the States 
and the maintenance of their gov- 
ernments are »s much within the de- 
sign and care of tho 
Constitution 


as the preservation of the Union 
and tho maintenance of tho national 
Government, The Constitution 
in 


all its provisions looks to an inde- 
structible) Union composed of inde- 
structible States." 
"An indestructible union of indestruc- 


tible »tatos"! 


Neither tho states nor tho union, but 


the etatos AND tho union. That is it! 
That ia the republic wh-uh our fathers 
founded, which has been preserved—and 
not without cost—to the present day, 
and which is destined to survive for 
many centuries io coing.

FIFTY YEARS OF POSTAL BANKS 


The opening of the postal savings 


>ank in Racine last Saturday has arous- 
d increased interest in the- institutions. 
Many people are under the impression 
hat the postal savings bank is an in- 
ititution of recent years. Such is not 
,he case. 


It has besn fifty years since tho first 


postal savings bank 
was established. 


The idea of using the poetofficc for the 
collection and safekeeping of smalr de- 
posits had its origin in England. Under 
:h« leadership of William E. Gladstone, 
;hea chancellor of the exchequer, parlia- 
ment in 1881 passed a bill providing for 
;he creation and maintenance of a pos- 
,al banks system. 


We are therefore divided by half a 


century from the outposts of progress in 
this financial scheme. We are. only now 
placing the banks in operation through- 
out the country. 
Th« establishment of 


these banks is ono of the distinguishing 
achievements of the Taft ftdministra- 
:ion. 


Recently England celebrated the fifti- 


eth anniversary of the birth of postal 
mnkfi. Figures made public at the ob- 
servance showed that there are today 
n Great Britain and Ireland more than 
15,000 postofficcs designated, as deposi- 
tories for the savings of the people. The 
number of depositors now in tho Brit- 
ish Islands is more than 8,000,000 and

these depositors is more than $850,000,- 
000.

According to the judgment of medi- 


cal soience, forty-two per cent of tho 
deaths in the civilized world each year, 
are preventable. 
Of 1,600,000 
deaths, 


more than 630,000 could be saved by 
proper care and attention, according to 
medical judgment. 


Some ec-v^omist has placed the eco- 


nomic value of a life in producing power, 
at -$2,900. Thus the loss of life through 
lack of curoi, remedy or other moans of 
fighting death, amounts to more than 
$1,827,000,000 each year. 


But this is far from the sum total of 


Joss through sources which 
could 
be 


remedied. Doctor' bills, drugs, other 
expenses for those who di« and those 
who recover as well as the loss through 
non-production while sick, 
amount to 


the astounding figure of more than $3,- 
000,000,000 annually according to state- 
ments made by an authority. 


Nor is this combined economic drain 


of $4,827,000,000, half the waste. 
Far 


greater is the loss of human happiness. 
Suffering, misery, death, are afflictions 
which cannot be measured in dollars and 
cents. 


Medical science is doing wonders in 


preventing sickness aod death. Quito un- 
selfishly—for better health means lebs 
work and gain for them—the 
medical 


profession is struggling against disease. 
Much is being done to solve the problem. 


But medical science should -not stand 


alone in tnc great battle. 
Intelligent, 


efficient co-operation on the part of hu- 
manity is. essential. The people must 
be educated to take proper care of their 
bodies. Greed, which demands improper 
and unsanitary living conditions must 
be supplanted" by a proper regard, for 
the welfare and happiness of others. 


People must bo taught that careless- 


ness in matters of health, dissipation and 
othor li-fo destroyers cannot, and must 
not endure if mankind wishes to be the 
robust, healthy race which it can and 
should be.

LOSS OF VALUABLE SERVANT 


A valuable public servant has been 


lost to the nation in the death of As- 
sociate Justice Hwlan. Nearly the old- 
est member of the supreme court, he had 
gained a reputation as a jurist which 
win endure. His sudden death is re- 
gretted by all who valut on efficient, 
faithful servant of the people. 


Justice Harlan is the eighth supreme 


court justice to die while in active ser- 
vice. He had served more than thirty- 
four years, and had expressed a wish 
that he might serve until next June, 
thus making the longest record of any 
United States supreme jurist. Bnt death 
arrested his plans. 


Other justices of the supreme tribunal 


who have died in active service are: 


John Hay, New York, six years; died 


aged 84.

There is nothing in the line of manu- 


factured goods we do not put on the. 
market. Our products are in demand 
throughout the world. With all coun- 
tries we are increasing our sales and at 
the same time barring out the competi- 
tion of foreign products. It is through 
this free latitude, only restricted by the 
law of supply and demand, that 
our 


country has succeeded in diversifying its 
productions, and it is this wonderful di- 
versity in manufacturing lines that has 
made the United States a huge work- 
shop. The same National policy is vis- 
ible in agriculture and in any of 
the 


products of the temperate zones we are 
able to supply a world. Any introduc- 
tion of a free trade policy would inevit- 
ably result in a quenching of our indus- 
tries and inflict a blow upon agricul- 
ture which could naver be outgrown. 


NO RETALIATION 


There have been- times when the na- 


tion was sorely tempted to try a policy 
of retaliation against those 
countries 


which endeavored to block our exports to 
their people. But it has been clearly per- 
ceived the wilier policy is to argue the 
point, and thus it has been that step by 
step the hostility has been removed. At 
one period, that of the enactment of the 
last tariff measure, a number of nations 
made tho most serious threats to insti- 
tute a boycott upon our products. But 
our legislators, not in tho l*ast deterred 
by these mutterings, went steadily ahead 
and passed the Dingley tariff measure 
and the country at once responded by a 
tremendous leap into the bosom of pros- 
perity. 


The foreign nations that felt so ag- 


grieved over our insistence, from sheer 
surprise at our disregard of their bluster, 
did nothing.

those of the spider or possessed of such 
durable qualities. .Certain spiders pro- 
duce a thread which i».only; the 'seventh 
part of a thousandth part of an inch in. 
diameter, and they are carefully raised.' 
by astronomers for the sake of their 
thzead, in comparison with which that 
of the silkworm is large and clumsy. 
When the instrument is turned upon the 
sun, in order to study its spots, tho 
heat may crack the glass in the eye- 
piece, but it will do no dumage to the 
thread of the spider.
